I am interested in 
your paper's statement that 
you were governed by an

policy. .."However, we 
will not print any material 
which is deemed racist, 
sexist, homophobic, li-

(underlining mine). I'm 
really curious to know 
what exactly would be 
considered "in bad taste" 
if that particuar Cher Pierre 
column passed. 

Another irony - the 
night before in the 
Sudbury paper, I read that 
Mark Green, president of 
Lauren tian's Student Gen- 
eral Association, was 
protestin the lack of gov- 
ernment funding for uni- 
versities.

"Cher Pierre" 
seems to be an an- 
swer to how some 
university students 
waste those pre- 
cious resourses.

SGA Moves to Formalize Opposition 
to Francophone University.

In order to clarify their 
position on the proposed 
francophone university, the 
SGA executive brought a mo- 
tion to the council in order to 
find out how they feltasagroup 
about this issue. Two weeks 
ago, SGA executive proposed a 
motion supporting the idea of a 
francophone university. That 
motion was defeated. At this 
meeting they decided to bring a 
motion specifically opposing 
the creation of a francophone 
university. This motion was also 
defeated. 

What the SGA execu- 
tive is now left with is a council 
that is unable to make up their 
minds on this important issue. 
All that they have been able to 
indicated to SGA is that they 
don't support the idea, but they 
are not opposed to it either. 

Some of the members of 
councilexpressedaconcem that 
they would be opening them- 
selves up to criticism if they 
were to pass such a motion. 
One member stated that she was 
in favor of the motion because 
many students come to Lauren- 
tian expressly because it is bi- 
lingual, and that a unilingual 
francophone university would 



threaten us. "If people want to 
go to a francophone university 
they should go to Quebec", she 
said. Still another member said 
that SGA should pass a motion 
staling that all universities in 
Ontario should be Bilingual. 

After the motion was 
defeated Mark Green, president 
of SGA, expressed disappoint- 
ment over the council being 
unable to make a decision. He 
feels that the SGA cannot sim- 
ply sit on the fence on this issue. 
They must take a stand one way 
or the other, and the executive 
needs direction in this matter. 

The chair has tabled fur- 
ther discussion on this matter to 
future general meetings of SGA. 

Executive Clarifies 

position on 

Restructuring 

In the presidents report 
this week, Mark Green , decided 
that he needed to clarify the 
SGA position on the restructur- 
ing plan. He feels that many 
people have the wrong idea. 
Some people have expressed 
opposition to the plan because 
they feel that the SGA is trying 
to take over all the student asso- 



ciationson campus. Green main- 
tains that all the SGA has done 
so far is look at the feasibility of 
such a plan from the point of 
view of their own association. 
The executive feels that such a 
plan is feasible, so now they 
wish to enter into discussions 
with the other campus student 
unions (AEF, ALPS & GSA) 
and see if such a plan is feasible 
for them. 

Maurice Cloutier, Direc- 
tor of Bilingual Affairs, would 
like to see theSG A and the other 
student associations on campus 
get together and see if this idea 
is workable. He reiterated ear- 
lier statements saying that peo- 
ple should not expect such a 
plan to come into existence any 
time in the near future. He feels 
that there needs to be a lot more 
consultation before any concrete 
action can be taken. 

Other News 

Mark Green congratu- 
lated the Men's Soccer Vees on 
their third place finish at the 
CIAU national championships 
in Kingston. He feels that they 
got shafted because they didn't 
lose a single game but still fin- 
ished third.

The SGA also received 
a letter from an alumni express- 
ing tentative support for the 
idea of zero- tuition option for 
post-secondary education. The 
author, who was not named by 
Mark Green, also said that she 
tends to think twice about such 
an idea when she reads some of 
the garbage that is printed in 
Laurentian Universities official 
student newspaper. Lambda. 
Specifically the crap coming 
from Cher/Dear Pierre. She 
feels that if students have noth- 
ing better to do then maybe 
they should be paying 25% of 
the cost of their education.

I 
went on to say that if any stu- 
dents have any concerns then 
they should write a letter to 
Lambda expressing those con- 



cerns. I do not respond or com- 
ment on rumors. Any letters 
addressed to the editor express- 
ing any concerns will be printed 
in Lambda. I take all letters to 
the editor seriously and con- 
sider them all, but that does not 
necessarily mean that I will 
change a policy because of 
them. Lambda is a paper for the 
students, by the students; but 
we need the participation of the 
students. 

In a related item, since 
the demiseof Cher/Dear Pierre, 
we have had one person ver- 
bally requesting a return of the 
column, four people verbally 
supporting the demise of the 
column, along with the three 
written submissions published 
this week.

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Highlander II; a Terrible Blunder

To people like Berry, the Laurenlian fencing coach, and to all original Highlander fans, 1 
am sorry to say, but the long anticipated sequel is pathetic. Yes, it is another great movie suffering 
from Holywooditis. Another film that started as a wonderful idea ruined strictly for the purpose of 
earning a buck from the enthusiastic fans of the original. Highlander II is lousy in many areas. 

Its first downfall is undoubtedly the shallow plot. There is simply nothing to interpret, 
nothing to ponder upon, nothing to even tickle the imagination. This is not a movie that was made 
for thinking individuals. Actually it is hard to understand why anyone might want to see this. It 
seems that the makers of this movie got together and put the plot together over a few beers of a 
singular seating. 

The actual filming was just as hasty. It has little of the amazing time shifting of the original. 
The immortals appear as people who seemed to have gained little from the experience that the 
hundreds and thousands of years of living should have granted them. They are nothing more but a 
bunch of one liner promoters. "It's a kind of magic" just fades into the industrial background of the 
futuristic sets. On the contrary, this is not magic. It is cheap movie making made profitable. 

The most undeveloped -actually all of them are- is the love interest of the Highlander 
played by Virginia Madsen. She is an environmental terrorist and she falls in love with the immortal 
protagonist in a flash of explosion. The way she gets aroused by the dusty relics from the 
Highlander's long life makes one wonder what could ever be attractive in this pouty blond. 

The bad guy is so tough and bad that he becomes trivial. This is one of those waxy 
mannequins that are better left in museums. Christopher Lambert, the veteran of the original as well 
as Tarzan the Lord of Greystoke, The Sicilian and the French movie Subway, cuts the antagonists 
head with the same ease as a hot knife through butter. It is all so predictable. That, it is all so boring. 
Even when the all mighty Sean Connory steps on the set, his skill is no match for the blunder of the 
overall movie. 

The importance of the swords is also trivialized. Actually, they appear either con veniendy 
in the characters way or just fall through the magic of faulty film editing. These wonderful and 
bloody weapons just do not have the aura of Excalliber, like they had in the original. 

Overall this movie can not stand on its own and its even worse as to contrast the artistry 
of the original. It is a sad ending to what could have been a saga as wonderful as the Star Wars or 
Indiana Jones Series. Do not waste your limmited resources.

Question: Regradingthedecals 
on no smoking, eating or drink- 
ing: what is this so-called "Lau- 
rentian policy"? Everyone 
knows that you cannot enforce 
these kind of restrictions in a 
public place which is what the 
university is considered. At 
best, you can only encourage 
people to refrain from smok- 
ing, eating or drinking. The 
only way to enforce such meas- 
ures is to have them comply 
with provincial or local by-laws. 
Deal with this Amiable Librar- 
ian. 

Reply: Thank you for your com- 
ment. It turns out that you are 
incorrect in assuming the univer- 
sity is a public place. While it is 
funded largely by the public, it 
and the library, remain able to set 
and enforce whatever rules and 
regulations are deemed necessary. 
For example, high school students 
are not eligible to borrow from 
the library and must instead use 
the inter-library loan system. 
Likewise, the library can set rules 
against smoking, eating and drink- 



ing and if pressed, it can enforce 
them by inviting campus security 
officials to escort offenders from 
the premises. 

So far, such extreme action 
has not proved necessary. Most 
library users are considerate of 
others, and realize that their smoke 
odors offend and more generally 
that smoking can be dangerous if 
people light up in an area with 
much printed material. As to the 
eating and drinking, experience 
has indicated that this too can 
cause damage to printed mate- 
rial — coffee cups picked up in a 
rush over books left on the table; 
sandwiches left by mistake in the 
stacks — you get the picture. 

The Amiable Librarian en- 
joys eating and drinking as much 
as the next person and is pleased 
to join thirsty orhungry patrons at 
the Tim Horton's franchise. 

Question: Where are the issues 
of the American sociological 
Review before 1986? Would it 
be too much trouble for the 
University to deep a complete 
set of journals in the reference 
section? 

Reply: In 1986, when it was 
located in the Parker Building, 
the University library faced a 
space crisis, and at that time, it 
was determined to replace a large 
number of bound serial titles with 
titles in microformat. Thus the 



bound volumes of the American 
Sociological Review which you 
refer to were sold and replaced. 
Volume 1-35 (1936-1970) is 
available on microfilm; volumes 
36-55 ( 1 97 1 - 1 990) on microfiche. 
You may photocopy an article 
you want from this journal for the 
same cost as you would pay were 
it available bound 

That said, the space crisis 
has passed, and so has the notion 
that it does not make much differ- 
ence to users whether a journal is 
available in hard-copy or 
microformat. Aside from the gen- 
eral preference most users ( such 
as yourself) have for bound vol- 
umes of journals, we have dis- 
covered that is very expensive to 
purchase the numberof machines 
needed to accommodate the grow- 
ing number of people who have to 
use the microfiche collection. 
This problem will get worse in 
the future if the microfiche col- 
lection is allowed to grow. 

Expect, therefore, that the 
policy on material in microformat 
to be reviewed. Unfortunately, 
don't expect it to be completely 
reversed. It is very unlikely that 
you will ever see American So- 
ciological Review return as a 
bound serial on the library's jour- 
nal shelves. 

Comment; Please return the 
books on Dissertation Abstracts 
that used to be on the shelves. 




Reply : Dissertation Abstracts, the 
set that summarizes most North 
American Ph.D theses, includ- 
ing, of course, those of many of 
the professors here at Laurentian, 
is now available on CD-ROM. 
You may inquire for it at the In- 
formation Desk. Incidentally, the 
decision to replace the bound cop- 
ies of DA with the CD-ROM prod- 
uct is one the Amiable Librarian 
wholeheartedly endorses. You'll 
find that DA on CD-ROM . As 
will all other CD-ROM products, 
is much easier to use than its hard- 
copy version. While you have to 
reserve the equipment to use prod- 
uct, you'll find it well worth your 
while. 

Question: Why isn't there some 
sort of back-up if the computer 
system is not functioning. Mi- 
crofiches could be updated from 
1986 as a remedy to this. 

Reply: Microfiche updates are 
very expensive, and cost-benefit, 
would not be worth the expense. 
The Library is taking steps to 
ensure that the "down-time" on 
its computer system is kept to a 
minimum, so we hope that there 
will not be the break-downs you 
envisage. 

At this time, the Amiable 
Librarian thanks you for remind- 
ing readers of the existence of the 
microfiche collection. This cata- 
logue is what the library used 
between 1976 and 1986, and any- 
one who cannot find a title on the 
on-line catalogue published dur- 
in g that time period, should con- 
sult the microfiche catalogue. You 
might also be interested to know 
that we still have our old card 
catalogue ( located near the Infor- 
mation desk) which consists of 
material processed between 1960 
when the library opened and 1976, 
when the microfiche came on 
stream. Just now, it is only acces- 
sible by author, but even so, if you 
are seeking an older title not avail- 
able elsewhere, and you know 
the author, try the card catalogue.
